The fixed Starsate thoſe that are pla« 
ced in their ſeveral Conſtellations or Aſte- 
riſmes, having equall diſtances , at all 
times one from another : Their latitude 
being alwaies the ſame, and by the anti- 
cipation of the Fquinexes, ſeeme to have 
onely a ſlow motion in Longitude; viz. 
50. ſeconds annually, and onely 1 De- 
gree- 23.20 In 100 years. 

A coaſtellation is a certain number of 
fixed Stars collefted into a certain form, 
either for chat the Stars in thoſe places are 
of the nature of that Creature in which 
they are placed, ( according to the opini- 
on of ſome ) or becauſe they make the 
form of ſuch Creatures.
